Russian Estimates Are Raised, 

A report which was received too late to 
influence the market much was an estimate 
giving the Russian wheat crop this year at 
884,000,000 bu, or 100,000,000 bu more than a 
year ago. This was so radically different 
from recent advices that the trade was at a 
loss to.analyze the situation. The big ship- 
ments from Russia since the crop began to 
move, however, were taken as corroborative 
of the larger estimates. 

Receipts in the northwest continue to run 
much smaller than a year ago, and cash 
prices at Minneapolis were a@ little firmer, 
notwithstanding the big increase in stocks. 
Washburn-Crosby and other milling interests 
were credited with being the best buyers in 
the northwest, with elevator people taking a 
good share of the cash offerings. 


Northwest Receipts Small, _ 
Duluth and Minneapolis together had 544 
cars, against 523 cars a week ago and 964 
cars a year ago. Winnipeg had 555 cars, 
against 729 cars a year ago. Total primary 
receipts were 1,018,000 bu, versus 1,462,000 
bu for the corresponding day last year. Lo- 
cal receipts were 965 cars, with 76 cars expect- 


ed today. 


The cash demand here was moderate, with 
sales of 30,000 bu. Southwestern markets 
were firm, regardless of the continued lib- 

ral receipts, which are stil) running ahead 
of a year ago. Country offerings in Okla- 
home were said to be the largest since har- 
vest: Minneapolis wheat stocks ‘increased 
765,000 du for four days Deliveries on 
September contracts were 35,000 bu. Clear- 
ances for the day were only 32,000 bu flour. 


Corn Market Is Sick. 


The corn market was about the sickest it 
has beer any time yet, and closed at the low- 
est figure in months. The rallying power 
of the market was feeble, and, even with 
shorts covering on a large scale at times, 
| reactions of de were the exception. Liqui- 
.dation. was the big factor, and Barrell led 
the selling. The local crowd gunned for 
Stop loss orders much of the time, and were 
quite successful. Final quotations were 1% 
ine lower. 

Weather conditions are ideal now, and 
there re no indications of a change. Much 
of the crop is safely beyond the danger line, 
and this is causing free selling of cash corn 
by the country at extremely low prices. 

Cash values were 1@1%%c lower, with sales 
of 890,000 bu.‘ Export bids were generally | 
out of line. Liverpool was 4%@%d lower. Re- 
ceipts here were 417 cars, with 355 cars the 
estimate for today. Primary receipts were 
802,000. bu, against 655,000 bu a year ago. 


Slow Demand for Oats. 
The lack of any important cash demand 
for oats, weakness in corn and wheat, and 
no adequate support in the pit combined to 
make a lower market for oats. Prices at the 
finish were e lower. Conimission houses
